Without saying a word against the eflicieney of mc ad ae 
Jady teachers, may not the suggestion be properly made whether — ie 
the exclusion of young men as teachers from the school room zi 
in winter has uot injured our public schools and deorived worth 
young men of an opportunity of self culture and discipline wig fe 
they very much need?

No change has been made in text books during the year, @x- 
cept to discountenance the use of March's Analyzer and Parser, ae: 
advising pupils uot to commence Grammar until they are- able aes 
to comprehend a standard text book. Crowding little children 
into Grammar bewilders their minds and gives “them @ lasting ? * 
hatred for that science. ‘The study of Colburn’s Mental Arith- — . 
metic has been earnestly recommended and a new interest awak- e 
ened in that important brauch. It is a cause of regret. that 
Greenleat’s National Arithmetic has in some schools beeu supers 8 a 
seded by the Practical. Colburn’s, the Common School, and the. is ‘ 
National are recommended as a series tor nse in our schools. wa 
Teachers who who dread the National should go to school instead — 
of aspiring to teach. A few of our best paid teachers are guilty of s 
one bad fault, scolding at their scholars. A teacher who cannot 
keep order without scolding better turn to some other calling. But — As 
really it is not a means by which order cau be preserved. — fier 
a few days the pupils heed not the rude tone of their teacher's 
voice and the chief effect is to torment herself and injure her own * 
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_ temper. Seolding also has a tei ulsucy to itjure the morals of 
Beerel: constautly subjected to it. 

In a few iustances teachers failed to properly fill their Registers. 
Giknnetint blanks were not filled and in gue case the names of: 
ihe schoiars were not arranged alphabetically. Teachers 
shoald fill their Registers as completely and neatly as possible 
and send them promptly to the Coinmittee.

Annie A. Gilman of Andover, a teacher of much experiyve ‘ 
and thorough education, taught the winter term. The sehofrs 
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made very rapid advancement and much praise is due to their 
instructor. ‘The class in Koglish Grammar evinced uncommon 
aecuracy and marked improvement. Soon after the close of the 
town school, B. G. Blaisdell commenced a private school with 
about thirty scholars which has given the youth of this district 
a good opportunity to continue their studies. 

District No. 9. [Under the Mountains.] Prudential Com— 
mittee, John Hatch. Alice B. Parker of Littleton, an ex-— 
perienced and accomplished teacher, taught this school with per— 
fect success in every respect.
